Regulations governing the arrest and deportation of Chinese un-

lawfully within the United States are included. All told there are sixty--

one rules embraced in the new regulations. Accompanying the regu-
lations are laws and treaties relating to the exclusion of Chinese.

Provision is made for a Bertilion record of all Chinese laborers ar-

riving and departing at ports of entry, copies of such registry to be
transmitted to the commissioner general of immigratkm.

Conditions are prescribed to which every Chinese person claiming
the right of transit through the United States to foreign territorv must
conform as a condition precedent to being allowed such privilege.
